The winter. which is now passing away. 
bas been one of the severest ever expe- 
riemeed since the settement of the Ter- | 
ritory by white iuhabitants. The heaped- 
up drifte sloug the road. where it tra- 
verses the Wasatch range, the heavy and 
wide-spread burthen of snows. which fill 
the gorges and load the mountuin-sides, 
attest the fury of the storms that have 
held high carnival in these bleak alti- 
tudes, sweeping them with the icy breath 
of the frozen zone. ;

Certainly during our residence in Utah 
“ we have never experienced a winter of 
snch severity as the past.nor one that 
jeft so many visible evidences of its 
tigor. 

However, misfortunes to the few may 
bring its reward to the many, as the am- 
ple snows of the mountains will refresh 

the deserts with water during the sultry 

days of summer and clothe the valleys 

with plenty.
